After scanning the names on the high school register | 
of a small town over a period of fifteen or twenty years, | 
one is inclined to agree with the rough statement that a 
country town retains only about one-third of its young | 
people for permanent settlement. The other two-thirds 
(and perhaps more) are released, year by year, in a never 
ending stream to the larger world outside. 

From this angle the small town is rightly called the 
nursery of the nation. Here children are born and edu- 

‘ated, with care and expense given to their upbringing, 
all in the full awareness that only about one-third of this 
youthful vigor and power will go into the further build- 
ing of the home settlement. 

There is something quite admirable about this spirit. 
Cheerily and ungrudgingly the small town invests over 
one-third of its total tax revenue in educational services, 
bringing its young Ne to the threshold of university 
or other training school, providing them with the imple- 
ments hy which they may climb higher, or fit them more 
adequately for the role of good citizens. In this respect a 
generous contribution is made to national life, a contribu- 
tion which does not get much recognition—certainly not 
by way of proper educational grants from senior govern- 
ments, 

It is not only in education that the national nursery | 
prepares young people for life. It pays considerable atten- 
tion to organized sport and recreation for the young.

However, as the need for more 
accommodation is so necessary, it 
was thought that the Division 
should consider building imme- 
diately part of the hospital so that 
at least 75 patients or probably 100 
could be accommodated and given 
treatment.

| NEW BUFFALO PASTURES 


The recent extension of the boun- 
| daries of Elk Island National Park 
in Alberta will ensure a continu- 
ance of adequate pasturage for the 
large herds of buffalo, elk and 
moose, which have made this park 
one of the most popular natural 
museums of wildlife in Canada. 
| The new area has been added to the 
| south side of the park and contains 
}approximately 24 square miles of 
grasslands, sloughs, meadow and 
lakes. Here and there are light 
|} #rowths of popular which provide 
shade and windbreaks for the wild 
animals. Two of the largest water 
bodies in the new section of the 
park are Flyingshot Lake and Wal- 
ter Lake, The Edmonton-Lloydmin- 
ster provincial highway intersects 
this area of the park, making it 
easily aecessible by bus and motor 
car 
It was to Elk Island National 
Park that the original buffalo herds, 
purchased by the Canadian govern 
ment from a Montana rancher, 
were brought at the beginning of 
the century, Later, the main herd 
was moved to Buffalo National 
Park at Wainwright, with the ex- 
ception of 45 animals too wild to be 
captured. This small but vigorous 
band formed the nucleus from 
which the present herd of more 
than 1,000 buffalo has been built 
up. This presumably contributed in 
large measure to the present fine 
healthy state of the animals. Re 
cent tests conducted by govern 
ment veterinarians disclosed that 
the entire herd of buffalo) was 
healthy and in excellent condition
